Postoffice Has Always Taken Lead 
In Latest Means of Transportation 


Since June 14, 1910, when ee | 
tion was first made in congress 
of having air mail service, the 
use of air transportation has 
grown until today there are 75,- 
745 route miles of domestic air 
mail service, Orton P. Brady, Up- 
land postmaster, disclosed today 
in an interview. 

nly seven years after Orville 
and Wilbur Wright had made 
their fligits of 120 and 825 feet, 
respectively, the postoffice start- 
ed leaking into the possibility of j 
operating air mail routes, Post- 
master Brady said, in pointing to 
the fact that the post office de- 
partment has always taken the 
leadership in transportation. 

“The postoffice has always been 
a pioneer in transportation,” the 
Upland pestmaster declared. ‘‘The 
foct carrier, the riders of the post 
roads,,the stage coach, the pony 
express, the steamboat, the iron; 
horse, the automobile, the air- 
plane, the autogiro, the pickup 
air service and recently experi- 
mental service by helicopters 
show how the postoffice tries to 
use every method for expediting 
communications between sender 
and addressee.”

Brady urged everyone tc use air 
mail during National Air Mail 
week which is now in effect and 
continues until November 2. The 
rate for air mail has been re- 
duced in the belief that with the 
reduction more people would sena 
their letters by air, he added. 


A year after congress talked 
about an investigation “To deter- 
mine the practicability and cost 
of an aeroplane or airship mail 
route,” the first regular air mail 
service was started between 
Mineola, N. Y., postoffice and the 
flying field. On September 26, 
1911, Postmaster Géneral Hitch- 
cock flew with Captain Paul Beck 
and «:ropped the pouch at Mineola.

Upland Draft Board Sent 
2700 To Military Forces 


Clesing of the selective service 
office here brings to an end a 
war-time activity that began Oc- 
tober 16, 1940. Almost to the day 
six years after the first registra- 
tion of youths, the local selective 
service board was consolidated 
with other boards in the county 
Seat. 

Along with Edgar C. Pierce, 
secretary of the local board, all 
the records of the 6,700 local 
registrants, are in room No. 5 
at 490 Court street, San Bernar- 
dino. The lecal office was vacated 
this week and six boards are now 
being served at the one location. 
In preparation for the battles 
that eventually came, local youths 
registered for military duty in the 
first nation-wide sign up on Oct. 
16, 1940, The local selective serv- 
ice board came into being at that 
time, 

Robert M. Willson, Victorville, 
is the only one on that original 
board, who is still a member of 
the three-man board. Francis 
Rogers is chairman and Ray R. 
Sherwood, both cf Upland, are 
the other members. . , 


! Twenty-seven hundred men 
were sent into the armed forces 
through the local board during 
| the war-time calls for additional 
forces. Froin time to time regis- 
trations were held. The informa- 
tion given by éach registrant was 
closely checked and men were 
Selected by the board to fill the 
various cuotas established by the 
state’s selective service organi- 
zation. 


Total of 6,700 active registrants 
were listed with the local board. 
At one time the men in the 45- 

65 year age group were required 

to register and 3,000 such men 

were in this group locally. This 
figure, however, is not included 
in the 6,700 total of men who 
might have been called for com- 
bat service, according to Mr. 

Pierce. 

Even with the gelective service 
cffice closed here, 18 year old 
boys are required to register. Ar- 
rangements have been made for 
these hoys to register at the 
Chaffey high school office when 
they become 18 years of age.

Mitchell Candidate for Court Post 


Archie D. Mitchell of Ontario 
is a candidate for the office of 
judge of the superior court to 
succeed Judge F. A. Leonard, who 
will retire at the expiration of 
his present term. 

Mr. Mitchell is city attorney 
for Ontario and has been a law- 
‘yer 35 years in San Bernardino 
county. He is chairman of the 
Ontario city planning commission, 
chairman of the national institute 
of municipal law officers and vice 
chairman of zoning and planning 
committee of the national insti- 
tute. 

He served in the navy in the 
first world war and is a past com- 
mander of Ontario post of the 
American Legion and past na- 


- tional vice commander of the 
United Veterans of the Republic.

“The juvenile problem in this 
period is certain to present many 
new and disconcerting aspects, 
which will tax our courts, our 
legislatures and all law enforce- 
ment agencies to solve.’
